1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
twes of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “Collaborative Forest

“(H) proposals that seek to reduce the risk
of uncharacteristic wildfire or increase ecologi-
cal restoration activities—

“(1) within areas across land owner-
ships, including State, Tribal, and private
land; and

“(11) within the wildland-urban inter-
face (as defined in section 101 of the
Healthy Forests Restoration Act of 2003
(16 U.S.C. 6511)); and
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“(I) proposals that seek to enhance water-
shed health and drinking water sources.”; and
